Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video file is deemed to be objectionable under ss 3(2)(b) and 3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). It depicts a group of naked men using extreme 
violence and cmelty to compel a woman to submit to sexual conduct. Due to its brevity there is no 
context that might indicate the woman’s consent to this treatment. Instead it presents the idea that 
such violence and cruelty in a sexual encounter is both possible and arousing. The availability of such 
material contributes to attitudes that lead to sexual violence. This classification interferes with the 
right to freedom of expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is 
an outcome that is consistent with Parliament’s intention that publications which fall under s 3(2) of 
the FVPC Act be deemed objectionable. It also reflects the concern of a free and democratic society 





to limit the availability of material that encourages attitudes that lead to sexual violence, or that 
promote acts of extreme violence and cruelty.
